Minister Takahira W ill Go to Oyster 
Bay by Appointment. 


Washington. Ju ly 
12.— B y appoint­ 
ment, Kogoro Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, will call on the president at 
Oyster Bay next Friday morning for a 
conference regarding the peace nego­ 
tiations. 
The minister will probably 
return to Washington 
Saturday and 
them go away for a brief rest, of w hich 
he is much in need. 
The Japanese mission is expected to 
reach New 
York about the 
last of 
Ju ly. 
Baron Kom ura w ill be accom­ 
panied by Colonel Tachibana. the new­ 
ly appointed m ilitary attache at W ash­ 
ington. wno will be one of the advis­ 
ers of the mission; Mr. Adacho, first 
secretary of legation, unattached, who 
served with Mr. Takahira while the 
latter was m inister to Rome; Mr. Sato 
of the foreign office, who accompanied 
Prince Fushim i to this country last 
year; an American 
lawyer, who has 
been legal adviser to the foreign of* 
fne for twenty-five years; Mr. Varna- 
ca, chief of the Japanese political bu­ 
reau, and two private secretaries. The 
Japanese mission will be supplement­ 
ed at Portsmouth by Mr. Takahira, the 
other plenipotentiary; Commander Ta* 
keshita, the Japanese naval attache at 
W ashington; Mr. Hanihara, third sec­ 
retary of the legation here, and prob­ 
ably several other secretaries from the 
legation. 
Throughout the conference 
the Japanese legation w ill remain at 
Washington with Mr. Hioki, hist sec­ 
retary. in charge. 
The legation w ill 
keep in close touch with the plenipo- 
pennames and through its proximity 
to the state department w ill render 
m aterial assistance to them.

Cardiff. W a l e s , Ju ly 12.— An explo­ 
sion of fire damp in No. 2 pit of the 
United National Colliery company, at 
Wattstown. in the Rhondda valley, the 
center of the great Welsh coal fields, 
Tuesday morning, is believed to have 
resulted iii the loss of at least 120 
lives and probably 126. 
The explosion was followed imme­ 
diately by the belching of clouds of 
smoke and dust from the pit’s shaft, 
in which 150 men w ere working.— T+se- 
force 
of the explosion wrecked 
the 
machine ry at tile mouth of the pit. All 
communication with the doomed men 
in this direction is completely cut off. 
No. I shaft, adjoining, has ordinarily 
afforded communication with No. 2. 
The SOU nee n in No. I and the few who 
escaped from No. 2 were drawn up. A 
rescue party descended, but its work 
was seriously impede d by the foul air 
and the Tailing masses of earth dis­ 
lodged bv the explosion. 
Altogether sixty-eight bodies have 
been recovered. 
Heroic 
efforts have bt < a made fot 
hours to reach the1 entombed men, but 
late Tuesday night the absence of all 
sound from tho interior cif the mine 
told the tale of tho worst disaster that 
has taken place iii South Wales since 
1894. 
The news of the explosion spread 
rapidly and hundreds of women and 
children 
and 
thousands 
of 
men 
thronged tho head of the pit seeking 
information. 
Tin* mountain roadways 
were crowded all the afternoon and 
there are now streams of people In 
the neighborhood of the mine, all con 
tribaling to the pitiful scenes. 
Efforts at rescue were still in prog 
mss at midnight and currents of fresh 
air were 
being driven 
through the 
shaft, but the rescuers a r e now work­ 
ing without hope of reducing the list 
of fatalities.

A Friendship of Long Standing.
